TAKEN BY HEAT

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bureau tonight from eastern and At- 
lantic coast atates. show a decided 
falling off in temperature during the 
past twenty-four hours. 

Portland, Me., was twenty degrees 
cooler than yesterday. Philadelphia 
and Buffalo, N. Y., with 94, New York 
City with $2, and Baltimore and Wash- 
ington with 98, were other eastern 
cities which showed drops in tempera- 
ture for the past twenty-four hours. 

Light showers were reported in the 
upper lake région and brought relief 
to the people of that section. At other 
points in the west the weather was 
fair, with the thermometer hovering 
above the 100 mark. Concordia, Kan., 
was the hottest place today, with an 
official record of 108. Chicago and 
Dodge City, Kan., reported 102; Des 
Moines, Iowa, and Omaha, Neb., 106; 
Kansas City, Keokuk and DuQuesne, 
Iowa, 104; Wichita, Kan., 100, and St. 
Louis, 98. 

Thirty-Two Deaths in Chicago. 

Mhicago, July §.—Heat killed thirty- 
two persons, including twelve babies, 
and prostrated dozens in Chicago to- 
day, the fifth day of the present heat 
wave. 

The temperature Was recorded at 
101.5 in the weather bureau tower at 
2:30 o'clock this afternoon, equalling 
the highest point reached yesterday, 
while at the street level the meroury 
climbed to 108 degrees, 

“We had forty-eight inqueste Mon- 
day and twenty-one yesterday,” said 
Coroner Hoffman today. “The death 
list of bables has been exceedingly 
heavy. It is impossible to give a list 
of prostrations, for not more than one | 
per cent of the cases are publicly re-- 
ported.” | 

The temperature registered 96 de- 
grees at 7 o’olock and 93 degrees at 
8 o'clock. 

Southwest Just an Oven. 

Kansas. City, July 56—New hot 
weather marks for the year were es- 
tablished in the southwest today, but 
tonight a promise of a thunder shower 
is given by the local yeather bureau.

Thibadeau is incompetent or is a vic- 
tim broken on the wheel of Mr. Hitch- 
cock’s political machine. 

The papers in the case were filed 
with Chainnan Ashbrook ‘today by 
Representative William Schley How- 
ard, of Georgia, who actively interest- 
ed himself in the effort to have Mr. 
Thibadeau restored to his former posi- 
tion a8 superintendent of mails. Mr. 
Thibadeau will be called'as a witness 
before the committee”at an early date. 

At its meeting tomorrow, the com- 
mittee will take up some charges af- 
fecting employees in the Brooklyn 
postoffice, but will reach the Atlanta 
case within a short while. 

‘The Lewis Case. 

On July 12 the famous Lewis pub- 
lishing case will be probed, and prom- 
ises to develop the liveliest sensations 
this committee * has et unearthed. 
Lewis founded The oman’s Maga- 
gine, The Woman's Farm Journal and 
Woman’s National Daily. The first 
named reached a circulation of 1,500,- 
000, and the last named a circulation 
of 600,000. In 1907 the company was 
denied the privileges. of the second- 
class mail rate, and it required a hard 
fight, extending over many months, to 
have this order rescinded. 

The publishing company was never 
able to rehabilitate its business follow- 
ing this persistent and malicious perse- 
ocution, and in October, last year, were 
forced to suspend. It is interesting to 
flote, in thig connection, that Bdward 

Madden, formerly assistant to the 
postmaster genheral, and an expert in 
second-class mail matters, is the attor- 
ney for Lewis in this case, and will 
appear before the Ashbrook committee. 

Madden Backed Lewis, 

During his administration of that 
branch of the postoffice department, 
having charge of second-class mail 
matter, he became convinced that 
Lewis was a legitimate publisher, and 
entitled to the use of the mails, 
has taken up the case to make a final 

ort to see that tardy justice is done. 
Madden is a fighter, and is expected to 
make a convineing showing before the 
committee. 

The fact that Lewis was finaally 
vindicated completely and his right to 
use the mails restored to him, came 
too late to save his puDbisisuing’ busi- 
ness, for it was past rehabilitation.

Washington, July 5.—Pope Pius X., 
in an autograph letter received today 
by the apostolic delegate to Washing- 
ton, applauds the lead taken by the 
United States in the world-wide cam-

paiign for international peace. Al- 
though the pontiff does not mention 
President Taft specifically by name, 
& copy of the letter was forwarded to- 
night to the white house. It is ex- 
pected that the president, because of 
his well-known peace views, will reply 
to the cordial sentiments of the ruler 
of the church. . 
The Holy Father's Letter. 


The letter follows: 

“To our venerable brother, Diomedes, 
titular archbishop of Larissa, apos- 
tolic delegate to the United States 
of America: 

“Venerable brother, health and apos- 
tolic Bbéhediction. We are happy to 
learn from you that in the United 
States of America under the leader- 
ship of men enjoying the highest au- 
thority with the people, the more ju- 
dicious members of the community are 
fervently desirous of maintaining the 
advantages of international peace. To 
composes differences, to restrain thé 
outbreak of hostilities, to prevent the 
dangers of war, to remove even the 
anxieties of sd-called armed peace, is 
indeed most praiseworthy and any ef- 
fort in this cause, even although it 
may not immediately or wholly ac- 
complish its purpose, manifests, nev- 
ertheless, a geal which cannot but re- 
@oumd to the ¢redit of its authors and 
be of benefit to the state. This is wd 
pecially true at the present day when 
vast armies, instrumentalities most de- 
structive to human life, and the .ad- 
vanced state of military science por- 
tend wars which must be a source of 
fear even t6 the most powerful rulers. 

“Wherefore, we most heartily com- 
mend the work already begun which 
Should be approved by all good men 
and especially by us holding, as we 
do, the supreme pontificate of the 
church, and representing Him who is 
both the God and the Prifice of Peace; 
and we most gladly lend the weight of 
our authority to those who are-striv- 
ing to realize this most beneficent pur- 
pose. 


Road Leading te Peace. 


“For we do not doubt that the same 
Gistinguished ménh who possess 580 
much ability and such wisdom in af- 
fairs of state will construct in behalf 
of a etruggling age a royal road for 
nations leading to peace and concilia- 
tion in acco nce with the laws of 
justice and charity, which should sa- 


‘oredly be observed by all. 


“For, inasmuch as peace consists in 
order, who will vainly think that it 
= be established unless he strives 
with all the force within him that due 
respect be everywhere given to those 
virtues’ which are the prinoiples of 
Order and its firmest foundation. 

“Age for the remaining aspects of the 
matter, we recall to mind the exam- 
Ple of so many of our illustrious 
predecéssors who, when the condition 
of the times permitted, rendered, in 
this very matter also, the most signal 
service to the cause of hftmanity and 
to the stability of governments; but 
since the present age allows us to aid 
in this cause only by pious prayers 
to God, we, therefore, most earnestly 
pray God, who knows the hearts of 
men and inclines them as he wills, 
that he may grant to the nations 
which, with united purpose, are labor- 
ing to this end, that the destruction 
of war and its disasters being averted, 
they may at length find repose in the 
beauty of peace. 

“As a pledge of divine favor and a 
proof of our benévolence, We must 
lovingly grant you, venerable brother, 
the apostolic benediction. 

“Given at Rome at St. Peter’s, elev- 
enth day of June, 1911, and the eighth 
year of our pontificate. 

(Signed) “PIUS xX.” 

Inspired by Baltimore Meeting.

Judge Gary Wants That Rule 
Applied to Business 


Head of Steel Trust Makes 
Altruistic Talk to the Steel 
Men of the World at Brussels 
Meeting ---Gary Urges High- 
Minded Co-operation. 


Brussels, Belgium, July 56.+~The steel 
interests of America, Canada, England, 
France, Germany, Belgium, Italy, Aus- 
tria and Spain were represented by 
160 delegates who met in conference 
today preliminary to the formation of 
an international association similar to 
the American Steel Institute. Judge 
BR. H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation, presided. 

During the first session of two 
hours, when there was a free disctis- 
Sion, all who took part approved in 
principle of the organization of an in- 
ternational body. 

Gary for High-Minded Co-operation. 

Judge Gary, who was elected chair- 
man of the conference, explained his 
‘views concerning a high-minded co- 
operation in business. 

“Suppose,” said he, “that a company 


|} of men engaged in business and pos- 


Béssing much capital, power and in- 
fluence, should by their conduct, un- 
just or oppressive, secure whniversal 
disapproval, an ey and antag«nism 
on the part of the public. In a brief 
time these men would be driven out 
of business. 

“Suppose a producer of any com- 
modity for sale should in any way 
within his power ill treat all of his 
customers, how long would it be be- 
fore the producer would be in bank- 
ruptey? 

“Suppose an employer of labor treat- 
ed his employees unfairly and poorly 
In time, as a result of the action of 
those interested, aided by public senti- 
ment, a remedy woulg be found, and 
this after a great interruption of busi- 
ness and a ioss of money. 

“Again let us assume that during a 
given year the demand for a produwuet 
equals less than one-half of the ca- 
pacity to produce, and yet each pro- 
ducer is greedy and anxiotis to sell 
more than his fair proportion and acts 
accordingly, and this attitude-is main- 


tained until destructive results are 
réalized.”’ 
Gary Favors Goldens Rule. 
The first essential to an ideal in 


business, he said, was thorough ac- 
quaintance and frequent intercourse. 

“There should be established and 
maintained,” Judge Gary said, “a _ busi- 
ness friendshi® which compels one to 
feel the same concern for his neighbor 
that he has for himeelf. It is no less 
a principle than the. Golden Rule ap- 
plied to business, True, it is that too 
often deceit is practiced and advan- 
tage has been taken by those who have 
been given confidence by others; bit 
this fact should dishearten no ona. 

“Take any two men in this room. If 
they are in frequent discussion on 
questions in which they are interested, 
frankly disclosing conditions concetn- 
ing their business, will not individual 
conclusions reached by each be of a 
higher order and more satisfactory in 
every particular? 

“Argument, if sound, applies with 
greater force whenever a large number 
of persons are in the habit of meeting 
one another with the same spirit of 
friendship than exists with reference 
to a small number.” 


Conditions in United States, 


Judge Gary then sketched conditivns 
in the United States, where he said 
advantages had been to the steel men. 
Americans, he declared, were anxious 
to keep near to their European friends. 

It had been the expressed wish of 
many of the representatives to form 
an international] association for the 
interchange of opinions and informa- 
tion between iron and steel producers 
of the world. Judge Gary said he 
believed the plan féasible, 

Baron Von Bodensauseh, of the 
Krupp works, speaking for the German 
group, warmly supported the idea and 
one by one the members representing 
all the nations and groups fully ac- 
cepted the project. M. Kestranek, for 
Austria; M. Diex, for France; Sir Hugh 
Bell and Sir John Randle, for Great 
Britain, and M. Greiner, for Belgium. 
All present had known by correspon- 
dence the purpose of the meeting and 
had decided in advance to join the 
“Golden Rule” movement. 

A committee will be appointed to- 
morrow to consider a plan of organiza- 
tion. The conferente then will adjourn 
to meet at the call of the committee.

QUEEN DOWAGER 
TAKEN BY DEATH 


Maria Pia, of Portugal, Passes 


in Italy--She Endured | 


Many Misfortunes. 


Turin, Italy, July 56—dMaria Pia, 
queen 40wager of Portugal, died at the 
royal chauteau ‘at Stupinigi at 3:15 
o’clock this faternoon. She had suf- 
fered from uremia. 


The queen dowager Mafia Pia hai 
suffered for a long time from kidney 
digease. Queen Helena and Dowager 
Queen Margherita were at the bedside 
for some hours, and Queen Mither 
Amelie and the duke of Oporto ar- 
rived half an hour before death oc- 
curred: Queen Anmielie almost fainted 
on entering the room. 

The dying queen dowager, who had 
often asked for them, turned her eyes 
toward them, but was unable to 
speak. She seemed to look for an- 
other, evidently Manuel, whose arrival 
‘had been announced. 

King Victor Emanuel and Premier 
Giolitti will attend the funeral. 

Word of the queen dowager’s death 
was telegraphed to the pope, who was 
reported to bé deeply affected. 

Maria Pia was a daughter of Yic- 
tor Emmantel Il, king of Italy, and 
was born on October 16, 1847. In 1862 
she married King Louis I., of Portugal, 
who died in 1889. 

Recently she had been living in Italy 
with her sister, Princess Ciotilde, 
widow of Prince Napoleon. The death 
of the princess several days ago left 
the sister prostrated and she had been 
reported as sériously ill. 

The queen dowager passed through 
many misfortunes. Her brother, King 
Humbert, of Italy; her son, King Car- 
los, and her grandson, the Portuguese 
crowh prince; were assassinated, and 
her other grandson, Manuel, was de- 
posed from the Portuguese throne. 


COMMISSION RULE 
FOR THE COMBINES 


Senator Newlands Advocates 
Government Board to Con- 
trol Industrial Trusts. 


Washington, July 5.—An interstate 
trade commission of five members to 
control industrial corporations, as the 
interstate commerce commission con- 
trols the raliroads, was advocated in 
a bill introduced in the senate today 
by Mr. Newlands, of Nevada. Mr. 
Newlands contended that the Stand- 
ard Ol} and Tobaco decisions and the 
recent government report on the steel 
industry demonstrate the need of “an 
indepéndent quasi-judicial and admin- 
istrative tribunal of great character 
and dignity as far removed from par- 
tisan control as are tne courts.” 

The plan is to apply only to indus- 
trial conporations engaged in inter- 
state trade whose annual receipts ex- 
ceed $5,000,000. 

Mr. Newlands’ speech was by way 
of urging the passage of the bill 
which he introduced providing for his 
comfiesion. His measure wold re- 
quire all the industrial corporations 
having receipts exceeding $5,000,000 to 
make satisfactory statements as to 
capitalization, finances and operations, 
such corporations to be known as 
‘United States registered’ companies. 
It proposes to make lack of such reg- 
istration, “an indication of something 
wrong.” 

The measure proposed by Mr. New- 
lands includes these provisions: The 
¢ommission may at any time cancel 
the registration of any registered cor- 
poration for improper financial or- 
ganization, oppressive or unfair meth- 
ods of competition, acceptance of rail- 
road rebates, refusal to allow access 
to records or non-compliance with any 
judicial decree rendered under the 
Sherman act. It may in extreme cases 
for such offenses debar the offending 
eorporations from engaging in inter- 
state commerce, and it may require 
correction of overcapitalization. Its 
works, according to Mr. Newlands is 
to be GompHeated with the adminis- 
tration of the anti-trust.

Other- 
wise the president would neither be 
the leader of his party ner occupy that 
place in the public attention which the 
public demands of him. 

“Of course it is for the senate or 
the house to accept, reject or amend 
any proposition that he may send to 
congress.” 

Burton for the Agreement. 

Senator Burton urged that the agree- 
ment, notwithstanding the power of 
congress to change it, be passed 
without amendment. He said it un- 
doubtedly did not please everybody; 
that it probably haq satisfied neither 
President Taft nor the Canadian com- 
missioners when it was completed. 

“But it is here,” said Senator Bur- 
ton, “and I strongly urge that it be 
adopted without change. Any modifi- 
cation renders a situation now delicate 
more intricate and liable of failure.” 

Mr. Burton emphasizeg that those 
who based their’ objections to the 
agreement on the ground that the 
former would suffer injury were vir- 
tually fighting for higher duties for 
the farmer.

One sheriff in Georgia who deserves public gratitude for brav- 
ery, resource and fidelity to his oath is the man who holds that 
office in Gwinnett county. The facts have been narrated in The 


Constitution from Norcross. 
Three miles out from Norcross a mob had formed to dispos- 


| sess the sheriff of a prisoner on his way to jail. 


The sheriff could easily have yielded to panic, or political fear, 
and abandoned his prisoner to the mob—for the murder was a cold- 
biooded one, and the victim’s friends were incensed. __ 

But this particular sheriff was not built. that way. Learning 
the situation, he quickly procured an automobile. The prisoner was 
bundled into the tonneau, covered by a blanket, and the ‘machine 
went straight through the mob and took the road to Ati&&nta, where 
the criminal was brought for safe keeping. 

It is upon officers who observe their official oaths in such 
spirit as this that Georgia must depend for the elevation of law as 
against anarchy. And, as it is, nothing is lost, everything gained. 
The offender will be quickly tried and will get his deserts. Gwin- 
nett is saved the blot of a lynching. A brave official has done his 
sworn duty—and unless we are radically mistaken in the sterling 
folk of Gwinnett, he will suffer nothing at their hands for it! 
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ANALOGIZING BRITISH SITUATION. 


The suggestion of Judge Farrar, of New Orleans, that the dem- 
ocratic house of representatives at Washington should insist that 
the senate permit it to frame the tariff laws pf the country under 
the authority received from the people at the polls last fall is an 
interesting one. | 

This notable jurist, who is president of the American Bar As- 
sociation, contends that the house has the constitutional power to 
block the wheels of government by refusing to pass any supply bills, 
if the-senate declines to accept its revenue bills, and should do so 
if necessary to carry out the popular verdict. 

The situation thus forecasted is in many respects similar to the 
recent situation in the British parliament, when the house of com- 
mons had a similar set-to with the house of lords and insisted upon 
its right to direct revenue legislation. 

Of course, no revenue bills are to be passed at this extra ses- 
sion, and consideration of these measures will go over until next 
winter; but the audacity of the suggestion and the possibilities it 
holds out are interesting and are sure to attract attention. 

Coming from such a source, they will be discussed with more 


than ordinary interest. 
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REAL GHOSTS THE INSURGENTS SEE. 


President Taft could have made no more apt argument for 
Canadian reciprocity, in his Independence day speech at Indian- 
apolis, than when he invoked the recorded utterances of Blaine and 
of McKinley. The “Plumed Knight” may, indeed, be called the 
“father of reciprocity,” in that his political creed more powerfully 
emphasized the logic of that doctrine than that of any politician 
up to his day. McKinley's speech at Buffalo just before he fell 
to the bullet of Czolgosz, was boldly directed to reciprocity breaches 
in the tariff wall erected by republicanism. And McKinley was 
the chief prophet of protection, as we now understand that faith. 

President Taft did not actually use the term of speech,-but he 
might well have said that the republican insurgents, now seeking 
to hamstring reciprocity, were confronted not only by, republican 
conditions of the present, but as well by the silent reproaches of 
the most powerful republicans of the past two: decades. 

McKinley knew and Bliine knew that there were tremendous 
and selfish interests working against reciprocity of any nature. 
The arguments now being hauled forth and exploited today by the 
insurgents are not new ones. Blaine met and crushed them when 
first the feasibility and logic of reciprocity dawned on him, and 
when his proposals drew the fire of a swarm of pygmies incapable 
of seeing that the nation’s self-preservation, en an economic 
standpoint, meant the courage to think and act in continents. Had 
his courage matched his intelligence and his consistency not failed, 
reciprocity would long ago have been written into the country’s 
economic dogma, and the perennial tariff problem much nearer solu- 
tion than it is at the present troubled date.

Regulate Width of Tires 
and Preserve Good Roads 


fight for good roads in Georgia induces 
me to offer the following suggestion: 

A great many of the states have 
adopted stringent laws regulating the 
width of wagon tires—in relation to 
load hauled. I have notices all over 
the union where these laws are passed 
ané enforced they have beautiful 
roads. : 

As an illustration, a certain road 
was macadamized in Floyd county mak- 
ing a splendid highway. A large saw- 
mill was located 6 or 8 miles from 
Rome on this road. They had no rail- 
road nearer than Rome. Six wagons, 
with immense carrying power and 2- 
inch tires, were used. In three months 
the road was practically destroyed. 
The cost to the county must have been 
$15,000. 

If you will investigate this and get 
behind a bill to regulate the width of 
tires in proportion to carrying ca- 
pacity of wagon you will strike the 
heart of the goog roads problem.

Change Charter of Washington. 

Desiring that the oldest municipall- 
ty bearing the name of Washington in 
the country shall receive all the dis- 
tinction to which it is entitled, Messrs. 
Dubose and Booker, representatives 
from Wilkes county, introduced a bill 
in the house yesterday amending the 
charter of the “town of Washington, 
Ga.,” by changing the designation to 
the “City of Washington, Ga.” 

The old Georgia city was the first, 
then @ cross-roads village, to be 
named for George Washington. It was 
so named shortly after the conclusion 
of the revolutionary war. . 

The town-—beg pardon, the city~ 
has been closely identified with state 
and southern history.

The last meeting of the 
confederate cabinet was held there, a 
few weeks after President Davis left 
Richmond—and, technically, the con- 
federate government ended there.

The bill provides that the money 
shall be used for publishing standard 
books used in the common schools of 
Georgia, the expenditure to be made 
by the state board of education. The. 
state school commissioner shall have 
oharge of the books and will issue 
them on requisition to county boards, 
which in turn may turn them over to 
local boards of school trustees, or to 
parents and guardians, for the use of 
poor children. 

It is provided that the books shall 
remain the property of the state, and 
must be returned to the authorities at 
the close of the term for which they 
are used. It is also set forth that no 
county shall receive books aggregat- 
ing in value more than 2 per cent of 
its part of the state school appropria- 
tion. 

Mr. Adams has prepared another bill 
providing for an annual committee 
from the legislature to examine the 
accounts, and inquire into the methods 
of expending appropriations of every 
educational institution above the com- 
mon schools getting aid from the 
state treasury. It is proposed that 
the committee shall do its work in 
April of each year and report to the 
succeeding legislature.

A decade ago 
other southern states, notably South 
Carolina and Mississippi, held the rec- 
ord for lynchings, but in recent years 
Georgia has wrested this distinction 
from them. Today Georgia has more 
lynchings per capita than any people 
on earth making a pretense to civili- 
zation. Italy, Spain, China—even Chi- 
na, that gives the missionary so much 
sOlicitude because of her barbarism 
a wickedness—are so far ahead of 
Nye it comes to abiding the law 
thay comparison must make up bjush 
with shame! | 

In the name of all that is good and 
decent, it must stop! Public sentiment 
must be aroused to revolution. The 
pit and press must do it. 

The past few years it looked as if 
even the editors and ministers had 
decided to lend to the disgrace at least 
the passive approval of silence. 

Your editorial and Dr. White's ser- 
mon are noble awakenings. Keep it 
up. Whenever the news of a lynching 
comes in fill the state with sermons 
of righteous indignation. If the peo- 


ple are not with you now they will be 
when they stop and think about it. 

But at last the remedy must be with 
the legislature. A number of simple 
but effective measures could be sug- 
gested, any one of which would soon 
end the evil. An effective law would 
be one modeled on the Alabama law, 
which provides that if a prisoner is 
taken from the custody of an officer, 
the matter shall be investigated by 
the supreme court and if that tribunal 
finds he did not use proper diligence 
to protect the prisoner, the sheriff shall 
lose his office and be ineligible to re- 
election. Pass that law and the sheriff's 
friends will break wp the mob. Most 
sheriffs could, if they only would. Our 
legislators have the opportunity to 
show whether they.are patriots or 
politicians planning to be.popular. It 
is up to them to save our state from 
future disgrace! 

As for those officials who show their 
sympathy for the mob by their acts 
and conduct—after taking a solemn 
oath to uphold the law and give to the 
lowest a fair trial—well, it’s too hot 
to talk about it.

South Carolina Deposition Law. 


Take Depositions. 

“AN ACT TO PRESCRIBE THE PUN- 
ISHMENT FOR RAPE AND  AS- 
SAULT WITH INTENT TO RAVISH 
AND PROVIDE FOR TAKING DEP- 
OSITION OF FEMALE WITNESS IN 
SUCH CASES. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of. the state of South 
Carolina, That amy person convicted 
of rape or assault with intent to rav- 
ish shall suffer death by hanging, un- 
less the jury shall recommend to the 
mercy of the court, in which event 
the defendant shall be confined at hard 
labor in the state penitentiary for a 
term not exceeding forty years or less 
than five years, at the discretion of 
the presiding judge. 

“Sec. 2. That before or during the 
trial of a person charged with rape 
or assault with intent to ravish, when 
the female who is alleged to have been 
assaulted is a witness, the judge of 
the court in which the case is to be 
tried may, in his discretion, by an or- 
der direct that the deposition of such 
witness be taken at a time and place 
designated in said order within the

is opened in court, and if taken by 
another officer he shall deliver the 
same to said clerk, to be retained by 
him as herein provided.

The oppo- 
sition of southern democrats was bas- 
ed on the idea that control by con- 
gress of the times and manner of 
electing senators was one thing when 
the election was a state legislature, 
and quite a different thing when the 
election was by the people at the 
polls. To canvass the vote of a state 
legislature it would not be a very dif- 
ficult matter; but to canvass the re- 
turns of a popular election in which 
a hundred thousand or a half mil- 
lion ballots were cast, would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult. 

In a closely contested race, the par- 
tisan senate might decide that some 
several thousand black citizens were 
refused the right to vote, and that had 
these votes been counted, they would 
have changed the result.

LAVISH DISPLAY 
BY DIPLOMATS 


At Foreign Courts Denounced 
by Henry---Henry Thinks of 
John Hays Hammond. 


Washington, July §.—Lavish display 
by an American diplomats in foreign 
courts was denounced as a dangerous 
thing, and American heiresses who 
have made international alliances were 
assailed in a apeech in the house today 
by Representative Henry, of Texas. 
The speech was on a motion to take 
from committee a resolution calling 
upon. the secretary of state for in- 
formation relative to the purchase of 
embassy sites abroad. 

“We mae congratulate ourselves,” 
said Mr. enry, “that when very re- 
cently two proud and  over-opulent 
ambassadors entered into the ancient 
capital of England amid a veritable 
riot of vulgar display and extrava- 
gance of wealth, rushing headling to 
the feet of royalty, no serious casual- 
ties actually occ red. 

“Such overzeal us glamor and show 
indicates a dangerous aspect of the 
new dollar diplomacy. Can any pa- 
triotic American who contemplates the 
rising tide of lavish and almost ob- 
scene extravagance, with its source 
springing from the coffers of the over- 
rich, fail in the perception that it is 
rapidly undermining the foundations 
of every cottage in the republic?” 

“The most serious and corrupting as- 
pect of the times is the tendency of 
our great millionaires, still professing 
admiration for our republican institu- 
tions, to shine in splendor as great 
noblemen in foreign courts. In their 
endeavor to pave the way for such 
royal status, the world has been pro- 
foundly amused at the expense of this 
nation by the so-called system of in- 
ternational marriages of the times 
secured by purchase in return for high 
sounding titles, accidentally held by 
the high-blooded noblemen. 

“The time has come when this hu- 
miliating spectacle should be brought 
to a close by a decree coming from 
the hearts and minds of the true 
American citizen.”

SPEER WINS OUT 


IN WILL CASE 
Will of Jurist’s Mother Is Set 


Up Just as It Was 
Written. 


| 


Athens, Ga. July 5.—(Special.)—~-The 
litigation over the will and testament 
of the late Mrs. E. W. Speer, mother of 
Judge Emory Speer, of Macon, and Miss 
Laura Speer, of Athens, has been ended 
by the dismissal of the writ of error in 
gthe supreme court by the attorney for 
tthe pleintiffs, W. B. Thomas, Jr., of 
‘Florida. By operation of law this re- 
sults in the affirmation of the judg- 
ment of the lower court—in favor of 
setting up the will just as Mrs. Speer 
wrote it. 

Mrs. Speer left two children living, 
Judge Emory Speer and Miss Laura 
Speer. She lived with her daughter in 
Athens. There was another daughter 
whose death occurred several years ago 
and there are grandchildren who were 
not remembered in the will. The estate 
consisting of valuable property in 
Athens, was left to Judge Speer and 
Miss Laura Speer, and it was stated 
that Judge Speer, on the death of his 
father, deeded to his mother all the 
property left him by his father—this 
was willed back to him by the mother. 

The will was attacked on the 
grounds that Judge Speer and his sis- 
ter had unduly influenced the aged 
testator, and that she was incapacitat- 
ed at the time the will was made to 
make her last testament. These 
grounds are virtually cleared away by 
the dismissal of the case. The matter 
went to the ordinary’s court in Clarke 
county, then: to the superior cour 
where Judge Brand, after three days 
hearing, directed a vérdict in favor of 
setting up the will, the voluminous 
case then went up to the supreme court 
with the result as above stated.

So Declares Judge Farrar, Pres- 
ident of American Bar Asso- 
ciation --- Democratic 


Should Be Brought to Taw.

Washington, July 56,.—(Special.)— 
“The house of representatives should 
insist upon it@ tariff reduction bills, 
and by standing firm will be able to 
force the senate into line, for it has 
the power under the constitution 
through its control over revenue meas- 
ures to absolutely block the wheels of 
government if it desires to do so,” 
said Judge Edgar H. Farrar, of New 
Orleans, president of the American 
Bar Association, in an interview to- 
day. 

That the house should resort to this 
extreme means to force ite will upon 
the senate, was contended by the 
speaker. He said: 

“The house is representative 
branch of the government, and re- 
ceives its instructions direct from the 
people every two years. The senate is 
a continuous body, and does not rep- 
resent the people at all, but the sov- 
ereignty of the states. Hence the 
equal representation of all the states 
in the senate. 

Democratic House Under Instructions. 

“As a result of the revolution in 
popular sentiment last year a demo- 
cratic house was elected with positive 
instructions to reduce the horribly un- 
just -provisions of the Payne-Aldrich 
law. It is incumbent upon the house 
to resort to every legal means within 
their power to accomplish this result. 
It is for the house to originate revenue 
measures, and the house oan absolutely 
block the wheels of government if the 
will of the people whom they are sent 
here to represent is not carried out.” 

Personally, Judge Farrar is a free 
trade democrat, and would abolish 
every custom house in the country ex- 
cept such as are needed to collect taxes 
on imports of liquore and  tobacce 
from abroad. He would support the 
government by means of an income 
tax and excise duties levied on the 
consumption of liquors and tobacco. 

Another Reform Suggested. 


the 


Another reform which the New Or- 
leans jurist advocates is an amend- 
ment to the constitution which’ will 
deny to the states the power to tax 
incomes of inheritances. He _ thinks 
this is needed to prevent double tax- 
ation, and that the taxation of income 
would be a moré equitable means of 
raising revenue to run the national 
government than any other. 

“If New York taxes incomes and 
inheritances, and New Jersey does not, 
men, to escape the law, will establish 
their residence in New Jersey,” said 
the speaker. “If New York; New 
Jersey and Connecticut, provide fdr 
such taxes, and Massachusetts does 
not, there will be an exodus to Mas- 
sachusetts. A man living in one state 
and receiving an income or an inheri- 
tance in another state may be subject 
to double taxation.”

January 8, 1915, are proposed in a bill 
introduced today by Representative 
Hobson, of Alabama. An appropria- 
tion of $250,000 is proposed for a pre- 

liminary survey of the highway. 


900,000,000 Envelopes Needed. 


Washington, July 5,—Approximately 
900,000,000 envelopes will be required 
to supply the government during the 
coming four years, and Postmaster 
General Hitchcock today awarded the 
contracts for them, the cost being $639,- 
822, a saving of $156/326, as compared 
with the contract prices of the past 
four years. The contracts are exclu- 
sive of those recently made for the 
postal service, on which a saving of 
$25,000 was made. 


Taft Back in Washington. 

Washington, July 5.—President Taft 
returned se the capital tonight after 
a dusty and hot trip to Indiana, where 
he made three speeches at Marion and 
Indianapolis. On the last stage of his 
return trip the temperature in the 
president’s private car wds a” und 100, 
but the chief executive showed the ef- 
fects of the high temperature less thar 
any other member of his party.

Georgia. 

“It fe almost time to plant it now,” 
she continued, “and the woman who 
wants a salad of it in September will 
find that with very little care she 
will have it 

“The seed should be sowed in June, 
July and August, thet assuring re- 
Suite in September, October and No- 
vember. After that it would have to 
be grown inside. 

“Endive should be sowed in drills 
eighteen inches apart in rich, well- 
Dulverized soil. The seed should be 
covered about one-half inch deep, and 
thinned out to elghteen inches apart. 

“Then, when the leaves are six or 
eight inches long, blanch Dy tying to- 
gether, Leaves must be dry when this 
is done or they will rot. 

“The endive plot should be kept 
watered, though not excessively so. 

“T have had little trouble with mine, 
and endive makes the most relished of 
winter salads. 

“I have never heard that it grew 
wild in Georgia, but it is as easily 
raised as many other vegetables not 
half go palatable.”

Mrs. Frances Long Taylor, of Athens, 
Ga., has received word from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, where her 
distinguisheq father, Dn Crawford 
Long, graduated, that the university 
will observe the anniversary of her 
father’s birth by erecting to his honor 
at the university a bronze tablet. The 
women of Georgia are at present build- 
ing an infirmary at the University of 
Georgia to bear the name of Dr. Long. 
Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb, chairman of the 
committee, in charge. The tribute be- 
ing paid to Dr. Long in Pennsylvania 
came to Mrs. Taylor in the following 
letter: 

“My Dear Mrs. Taylor: I know of no 
Treason why you should keep as a ge- 
cret the fact that the University of 
Pennsylvania proposes to honor itself 
by placing in its hall the bronze 
memorial medallion of your father. I 
have read your letter of the 20th in- 
stant to Provost Smith and am as- 
sured by him that there oan be no ob- 
jection to your mentioning it wherever 
you may desire. Provost Smith be- 
lieves that for the purpose in mind, 
that of accentuating our recognition 
of Dr. Long's .achievement, the anni- 
versary of his first use of ether in 
surgery (March 30), will be the most 
suitable date. He has authorized me 
to order the medallion executed, and at 
appropriate time announcement and 
invitations will be issued. I would 
suggest that you mail me the names 
of such persons as would. in your 
opinion be most interested in: the cere- 
monies in order that invitations may 
be sent them. The bronze, as you can 
see, is not large, but it means much 
for us, and we wish our pleasure 
shared by others who may wish to be 
here. Very sincerely,

Another Letter. 

“My Dear Mrs. Taylor: Provost 
Smith, after his previous correspond- 
ence with you, asked the permanent 
portrait committee of the medical 
school to take up the matter of ob- 
taining by subscription some suitable 
memorial to your father and the great 
gervice he rendereg medicine. This 
committee, of which | am a member, 
has undertaken to place in an. appro- 
priate position in the hall of the Medi- 
cal school a bronze médallion, both as 
@ portrait of your father and ag a 
memento of his precedence in the use 
of ether for anaesthetic purposes. Dr. 
R. Tait McKenzie, also a member of 
the committee and a sculptor of great 
ability, has executed in plaster a model 
for such a medallion, Il am inclosing 
@ photograph of it for your considera- 
tion and approval. It remains for us 
to have it cast in bronze and to ar- 
range for appropriate memorial serv- 
ices at a suitable time. We have not 
as yet raise@ the money necessary for 
this, but feel no serious difficulty in 
this respect. The medallion would oc- 
cupy a place on the stairway of the 
building next to a similar memorial to 
Dr. Francis Huger, a graduate of 1796, 
who aided in the rescue of Lafayette 
from the prison at Olmetz, in Austria, 
in which Napoleon had had him con- 
fined. Just opposite on the stairway 
are two bronzes by. Dr. McKenzie to 
two of the old professors, Chapman and 
Jackson. 

“The Long medallion will be about 
20 inches in diameter.

| TEA ON THE PIAZZA

in summer, tea is apt te give place to 
some cooling drink; and some simple 
refreshment, served upon the piazza 
often means a delightful afternoon. In 
these days the most perfect equipment 
is provided. and it is an easy matter 
for the hostess to regale her friends 
with a genuine refreshment. The Eng- 
lish tea wagon, or table on wheels, is 
to be found in wicker and in rattan. It 
is light, easily moved about, and in its 


can be arrangeg without danger of soil 
or injury. Simple service always is 
the preferred one for any summer 
function, and the piazza tea requires 
only dainty china and thin, well-kept 
glass. There is a variety of refresh- 
ing drinks that can be served, and 
eften ‘the hostess may like to offer a 
choice of ‘two. Grape juice punch is 
always acceptable, pineapple lemonade 
makes a delicious beverage, tea punch 
is an admirable substitute for the hot 
drink of winter. Dainty sandwiches, 
simple home-made cakes and perhaps 
@ sherbet will be welcome. But the 
main essentials are those of coolness 
and clear crystal, the tinkle of ice in 
the glass ang the refreshing bunch of 
mint also means a real sense of pleas- 
ure and comfort. If for special rea- 
sons something a little more substan- 
tial is wanted, iced chocolate with 
whipped cream floating on the top can 
be served with the thinnest of wafers, 
but as a safe general rule the lighter 
dridks are preferred. 

There is always a piquancy to be 
found in ginger ale that renders it 
especially gesirable. Punch made there- 
of is by no means as well known as it 
deserves to be, for it is both whole- 
some and delicious. 

Make a rich lemonade by boiling one 
yQuart of water and one cupful of 
@ugar together for five minutes, and 
adding the juice of five lemons and 
the grated rind of one when the syrup 
is cool. Put into a punch bowl with a 
lump of ice in the center and add one 
quart of ginger ale. Bruise the leaves 
ang stems of half a dozen. sprigs of 
mint and add to the punch a quarter 
of an hour before serving. 


| RELIABLE RECIPES 


| Petatoes Stuffed With Cheese,-—Bake 
the potatoes, remove inside through a 
circular opening at top. Put contents 
through ricer and add for eyery potato 
two tablespoonfuls grated cheese; salt 
and pepper to taste and enough hot 
milk to make the whole rather thin. 
Stuff the shells with this mixture and 
bake five minutes. Serve very hot. 

Creamed Potatoes, Clubhouse Style.— 
And they taste a hundred times bet- 
ter than the creamed potatoes I have 
served for the last ten years. I think 
it is the slow cooking in cream that 
makes them so delicious. Wash pota- 
toes and cook in boiling salted water 
with their jackets on. Drain and let 
Stand twenty-four hours. Peel and 
cut in one-third-inch cubes. Put in a 
Sauce pan with one tablespoonful of 
butter to each cupful of potato cubes, 
Sprinkle with paprika. Add thin cream 
just to cover the potatoes, and cook 
very slowly for forty-five minutes, Its 
Suecess depends upon the long, slow 
eooking. 


Famous Berwick Sponge Cake.—Six 
eggs, three cups powdered sugar, four 
even cups sifted flour, two teaspoons 
cream tartar, one teaspoon soda, one 
cup cold water, one-half lemon. Beat 
the eggs two minutes, add sugar and 
beat five minutes more, sift the cream 
tartar in two cups flour, add it to the 
eggs and sugar and beat for one min- 
ute. Dissolve the soda in water and 
adid it also, wash lemon, dry it, then 
add both juice and grated rind, finally 
add the two remaining cups flour, beat 
all together for one minute, Bake in 
|moderate oven. 


Checolate Filling.—One pint brown 
sugar, lump of butter size of an egg, 
one cup sweet milk, one-half cup 
grated chocolate; boil until thick, beat 
until very cold, flavor, strew the mix- 
ture thickly with chopped nuts, put 
the layers together before filling dries. 


Ham Toast.—Cut stale bread in even 
slices, one-fourth of an inch thick, and 
remove the crusts. Then toast six slices 
a nice brown on each side. Melt four 
tableapoonfuls of butter, add three ta- 
blespoonfuls of flour, and stir until well 
blended, then pour on gradually, while 
stirring constantly, two cupfuls of 
scalde@d milk. Bring to the boiling 
point, and season with one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt. Dip the slices of toast 
separately in the sauce, and when soft 
remove to a hot serving dish. To the 
remaining sauce add one-third of a 
ecupful of finely chopped cold boiled 
ham and pour over the toast.

CORN MAKES JUMP 


OVER FIVE CENTS 
While Qats Closed at Advance 
Nearly as Great 


Oklahoma and Texas Report- 
ed Crops as Burned to Death 
in the Heat of the Last Few 
Days--- All Grain Advanced 


Sharply. 


Chicago, July 5.—There was a wild- 
fire market today in corn and oats. 
Heat and drouth sent prices further 
above any. level previously reported 
this season. Closing figures were 
strong at nearly the top point of the 
day, with corn up 4% to 5% net; oats 
at an advance of 1% to 3%, and wheat 
showing a gain of 4% to 1%@i%*%. Pro- 
visions varied from ic decline to a 
greater cost of lic. 

Alarming messages from the south- 
west started corn on the upward rush. 
Oklahoma and Texas reported crops 
burned to death in the sizaiing heat 
of the last few days. Southern Kansas 
told of temperatures as high as i110, 
and no promise of rain or cooler 
Weather. Damage news came trom 
Missouri, but it was feared as to the 
prospect of harm spreading widely on 
both sides of the Mississippi that cuased 
the greatest excitement. Trade ail day 
was immense in volume, so great, in- 
deed, that protit-taking on a huge 
scale appeared to be lost sight of in 
the stampede of new buying. Contrib- 
uting~ to the flurry was the fact that 
oats and hay crops were said to show 
the lowest condition on record. Toward 
the end of the session, buliish senti- 
ment, far from diminishing, whiried 
the market nearly a cent beyona the 
topmost figures touched before. One 
ominous reason was that cash dealers 
reported no offerings of corn from the 
country. During the day the Septem- 
ber option ranged from 64% to 66%, 
and at the closing goug was 4% net 
higher, at 66%. 

In the oats crowd, dealers were agi- 
tated to an extent seldom shown. Ac- 
cording to leading experts, signs indi- 
cated a crop of 300,V0v,000 bushels less 
than last year, and besides the condi- 
tion of hey was put at 66.4, against 
86.2 for the correspoding time 
twelve months back. ‘ihe condition 
percentage on oats was estimated at 
67.2, compared with 87.5 last month. 
lowa was officially reported as having 
fallen off 28 points during June. Un- 
der such circumstances, due, mainly, 
to lack of timely coolness and mois- 
ture, an active higher market wes in- 
evitable. Outside limits reached by the 
September option proved to be 46% 
and 45%, with last sales 1%@1% net 
higher, at 464. 

For the most part, the rise of the 
wheat market resulted from sympathy 
with the big advance of corn and oats. 
An important factor, however, was the 
idea that North Dakota no longer had 
a rosy outlook. There were aiso un- 
favorable crop developments in Prus- 
sia, southwest Russia and in Siberia. 
Taking the day as a whole, Septem- 
tem fluctuated between 90% and 91%, 
closing steady at 91% @91%, a net gain 
ot 1% @1%. 

Liberal exports sustained hog prod- 
ucts in the face of a big increase in 
the world’s supply of lard. When the 
pit cleared, one or two futures exhib- 
ited an advance of 12% ‘to 15c, but oth- 
erwise the market had no substantial 
change.

During the years when jute goods, 
being on the free list, were around 
3% cents a pound middling cotton 
stood from 7 to 8 cents per pound and 
as jute goods rose in price by the 
addition of duties to 6c per pound and 
over cotton went up to 12 cents and 
even 15 cents.

in honor of his memory until tomor- 
row morning at 10 o'clock.” 

Speaker Holder appointed all vet- 
erans in the house as a committee to 
form a part of the funeral escort yes- 
terday afternoon. 

A resolution offered in the senate by 
Mr. Harris, of Cedartown, was adopt- 
ed.

With a touching peroration in which 
the qualities of the deceased were 
styled as typical of the true type of the 
old southern gentleman, the speaker 
brought his address to a close.

that of General Evans’. He was one 
of the past’s strong men, of true, Chris- 
tian faith, whose deeds reach down 
through the future and repeat them- 
selves in the emulation of other men. 

“He lived a record of great’ profici- 
ency and spotless honor during a life 
that nearly spanned four-score years,” 
he said. “The Bible gives us a proto- 
type for nearly every great Christian 
man,” he continued. “When I think of 
the deceased I am reminded most of 
Samuel. In addition to other similar 
qualities he was like Samuel in that he 
founded schools. Funds which he 
started have been the means of edu- 
cating hundreds of young men of this 
state.

Scenes at Grave. 

Dusk had begun to fall when the 
slow tolling of a bell announced the 
approach of the funeral cortege to 
Oakland cemetery. A large group had 
already formed about the grave which 
had been dug in an open grass plot 
beneath the shadow of the monument 
to “Our Confederate Dead.” 

The grave was appropriately decked 
with a covering of confederate gray, 
while behind it were banked in ..

utes. Seats had been placed for 
relatives and close personal friends. 

A battalion of the national guard, 
clothed in blue, marched up with muf- 
fled tread and silently formed about 
the grave. Closer to the spot which 
was to receive the earthly remains uf 
their comrade stood the gray-clad 
group of veterans.

Stella Milton was his first victim on 
Monday and Mamie Simmons his sec- 
ond, last night. 

In each case they boarded a Buck- 
head car uptown and rode until Dead 
Man’s curve was reached. Here they 
got off, and the man led the way 
through the woods. It was here that 
the conversation reported by the Mil- 
ton girl took place. 

After assaulting - the girl 
afternoon Williams made good 
escape through the railroad yards 
although County Chief Rowan was 
soon on his track with bloodhounds. 
Last night his victim ran to the road 
after Williams had left her, stopped 
a car and told a colored man and 
the conductor of what had occurred.
